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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Applicants are reminded that nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are 
structurally distinct chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are 
thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 
35 U.S.C. 121. Absent evidence to the contrary, each such nucleotide sequence is presumed to 
represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 
35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. 

Inventions I- VII are each distinct products, which each differs chemically and 
structurally one from each of the others, and one is not required by any of the others. In 
addition, the polypeptides of Groups I-V do not require the nucleic acids of Groups VI and 
VII, since they can be made by a different method, such as by chemical synthesis, and the 
nucleic acids, cells and plants of Groups VI and VII do not require the polypeptides of Groups 
I-V. Therefore, the inventions of Groups I-VII are capable of being separately made, 
independently used and the patentability one would not render either of the other obvious or 
unpatentable. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown for their different classification and the requirement for 
additional areas of search restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
